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Helpful Farm Suggestions 


'COWS--That branch of agriculture--the dairy business, needs close attention and intel- 
Tigent management for continued suecessfulresults. The feeding, breeding and care of the 
dairy cow, requires intelligent, steady painstaking management, good housing and every 
day attention, as comfort, the proper supply of nourishment and good water means good 
production, and good equipment means more of it. 


— A good dairy cow will supply milk enough for five or six calves and cows that аге fed 
well through the fall and winter months will bear better calves than will those" which are 
given scanty, unbalanced rations, lack of proper attention and care. When the farmer sells 
milk and butter it means that he sells his hay, grain, other feed and labor. 


Cows that freshen in the fall should have plenty of forage if the pastures are short and 
sufficient grain food or balanced ration to bring them up to their maximum yield of milk as 
itis their performance at the milking pail that must establish the individual value. 


Dairy farming will continue to be one of the most profitable lines of live stock raising 
and general farming because itis one of the most economical methods known to farmers of 
producing results from the soil and their labors. 


HOGS--The idea that the Hog willthrive and make good pork on any kind of filth is one 
which should be discouraged. Give hogs nutritious food, pure water, a clean sty, free from 
putrid conditions and forage, and you will be well repaid for the trouble. 


Give hogs à balanced ration which is a prime factor in the fattening process. One part 
of oats and two parts of wheat, ground together and mixed into a slop twice a day with salt 
in it (hogs need salt for the proper assimilation of their food), makes a good ration, skimm- 
ed milk will improve it. 


HORSES-Carrots are very beneficial for horses, they are slightly laxative, have a mark" 
ed influence on chronic cough and broken wind and are of service to sick Pp idle horses. 
They һеїр to restore a worn borse more quickly than oats alone. 


"GEESE--are good to have on a farm; they destroy many bugs, insects and worms. For 
breeding, geese should be at least two years old and much depends upon the breeding stock. 
A goose is not fully matured until two years old. 


Pasturé which has a natural spring is an ideal place for geese, they require plenty of 
drinking water and by having it will do very well without water to bathe in. 


A matured goose can stand severe cold weather aslong as the feet can be kept dry. 
Some shelter is necessary and should be built on dry, elevated or well drained ground. The 
floor should be kept well littered with straw or dried leaves. 


The goose will not lay her eggs around in the dirt, and dry, clean nesting places should 
be conveniently arranged. -The eggs should be gathered soon after being laid and kept in 
a e piace. Eggs сера mostly i inthe spring and summer. 


The eggs require fous weeks for incubation. The goslings generally remain in theshell 
for twenty-four hours after the opening has been made and they should be left in the nest 
fora day after all are hatched out. Then give them a good, warm; roomy coop with the 
- mother hen and a wire run, allowing only the goslingsin the run, which should be moved 

daily. so as to keep them from cold and dampness; they need plenty of fresh drinking water | 
at all times, but should NOT be allowed to get their plumage wet. ,

_ Feed them table scraps, minced feed or corn meal well soaked and mixed with sweet 
E milk. After a week or so feed sealded cracked cracked corn and other small grains and 
allow them out a few hours daily as they require plenty of forage, although they tire easily. 


POTATOES ^ 


Potato vines sprayed thoroughly throughout the season with bordeau mixture means 
longer life to the vines, a larger acreage yield as well as larger-potatoes and better quality. 
Light soils are considered better for potatoes than heavy soils and produce more рег · hill, 
Whole potatoes used as seed yield heavier than when cut. 


ROSES 


Lack of lime in the soil is detrimentalto the vigor and full development of roses and 
eventually eauses the color of tlie flowers to grow very light, it also HPNL their firmness 
‘and keeping qualities. а 


; DANGER DURING THUNDERSTORMS 


While there is actual danger in thunder storms, yet, there is no justification for the 
fear experienced by the average’person when the lightning flashes and the thunder booms 
during the storm. If in the open, keep away from barbed wire fences, isolated trees and 
hilltops. When possible, seek shelter in a steel frame building. 


Avoid rivers arid ponds, because water is a conductor. It is unsafe to sit near an open 
window, because a draft of moist air is a conductor. : 


If the flash is followed instantly by the report, a recumbent position is the safest: If 
within doors the middle of a carpeted floor or in bed is comparatively safe.

. TO FIND THE NORTH STAR BY DIPPER 


Most of our readers, no doubt, are familiar with that wonderful group of 
STAR, seven stars in the northern sky, known to the astronomers as Ursa iiajor— 

the Great Bear—but to ordinary people as the Great. Dipper, or simply as tne 
dipper. You have noticed, of course, that it appears to revolve around the 


North star, and it is hard, perhaps, to convince yourselves that it does not 
really move, for you see it in a different position at every hour of ihe night. 
If you have studied astronomy, however, you know that its apparent change 
of place із due to the turning of the earth on its 
own axis, which makes it appear that ihe dipper is’ 
E moving. You will notice that, the two outer stars 
in the bowl of the dipper always point to the North 
star, and that the handle swings around in a giant 
М circle, These two stars are called the Pointers, 
The Dipper is seen in a different part of the sky at different seasons, as уоп have also 
oticed, perhaps, but do you know why? That is caused by the earth’s revolution оор 
ie sun. Sailors and travelers watch the Dipper so closely that they can tell the hour o:

When Corn Should Be Cut For Silo 


Some farmers cut corn for the silo while it is still in the silk or milk stage and growth, 
and in so doing, lose about one-third of the feeding value in substance. 


Corn should be allowed to mature and be cut at the glazed stage as it is then in best 
condition for silo purpose. It is even better to take chances on Frost than to cut stalks 
while they are still green and growing, in order to obtain the best food values, éspecially 
early in the season, as the most milk is secured from well matured corn silage, containing 
plenty of corn on the cob. 


* When corn is put into the silo before it begins to glaze, there is sure to be a loss of a 
good portion of the feeding value, which would be каш һу Joe the corn to stand un- 
til sufficiently matured. ў 


When silage corn is out just as the majority of ears begin to glaze, the farmer not only 
obtains the greatest aniount of digestable nutritients per acre, but he also has less tons of 
corn to handle, because the corn contains much Jess water and more total dry matter. 


Analysis show that there is a continual inerease in both total yield and in food nutrients 
as the corn plant matures. The highest total yield is obtained in ripe corn, However, since 
ripe corn is too dry to pack well in the silo, its keeping qualities are impaired due to its su- 
spectibility to mold. There must be sufficient moisture for the corn to pack well and exclude 
all air pockets, For that reason it is advisible to cut corn at the glazed stage. 


Except in case of frost, it is a mistake to cut corn for the silo before the glazed stage, 
because of a great deal of the food value being lost, and sour silage is apt to result from 
green corn. Corn when cut very green contains so much moisture that the proper chemical 
changes cannot take place and though it usually keeps very well, the result is sour silage. 
A study of the analysis shows that from the milk stage to the glazed stage there is an in- 
crease of 34 per cent in total protein, 32 per cent in carbonhydrates and 13 per cent in fat. 


That putting immature corn in the silo means great loss to the farmer in feeding value 
is the logical conclusion to be reached in the matter. 


The silo is a great labor saving device. It doubles the value of corn as a feed, triples 
the stock carrying capacity of the farm, and returns back to the soil added fertility of great 
value and importance in land production. 


Corn freshly cut and placed in the silo generates considerable carbonic acid gas. "Though 
not poisonous, is suffocating, and for this reason care should exercised in entering a silo 
where the doors have been inserted up to a point several feet above the silage surface. 


Silage keeps young stock thrifty and growing through the winter. Italso produces fat 
beef more cheaply than does dry feed and enables cows to produce milk and butter more 
economieally. 


The silo enables a larger number of animals to be maintained on a given number of 
acres. Build the silo on well drained ground so that the water does not run into the silage.

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WHAT TO DO IN CASE OF ACCIDENT 


WOUNDS : 
Lay the patient in a comfortable position and stop bleeding, then cover the wound 
as quickly as possible. This will prevent contact with the clothing and other substances 


and the entrance of contamination into the wound. It must bé remembered that all ma- - 


terials used to cover the wound should be absolutely clean. It is a safer rule to bind up 
the wound for the time being dirt and all, than to touch it with unclean hands. Dirt, bits 
of glass or cloth, splinters of wood, fish hooks, or thorns should be picked out with 
tweezers or pinchers. Grease, soot and dirt from machinery may be wiped out with 
benzine or turpentine applied on ‘clean gauze. Do not mop a wound. Do not apply 


-adhesive plaster except over small wounds. Wounds are best drawn together by a clean 
ribbon bandage and over this a cover. Fish hooks should be pushed through, not drawn 


back. In slight bruises, apply hot or cold water, using.clean gauze or absorbent cotton. 
Rest is essential to the healing of wounds. : 
To Arrest Bleeding of the Arteries of the Foot ог Leg—A stick or knotted cloth 


‘placed in the hollow just behind the knee and the leg doubled back until it presses hard 


against it. Then the thigh is to be doubled back upon the abdomen. ; : 

To Arrest Bleeding from the Arteries in the Fore Arm—Two sticks may be tied with 
handkerchiefs or bandages to form compression upon the artery until the bleeding stops. 

: POISONED WOUNDS 

Snake Bite—Tear open clothing and expose wound quickly, Bandage wound tightly 
to partly stop circulation. Open the holes made by the snake's fangs with a sharp knife.

POULTRY NOTES 


"Whether the poultry breeder keeps pure breds or grades, he will increase his prof- 


_ its materially by culling his flocks each year. The best time in which to do the culling 


is late July, August or early September. This comes from the fact that the poor 
layers are early molters, while the better layersp as a general thing, do not molt until 
November or December. The poor producers may be the best lookers late in the sum- 
mer, while the best layers are likely to appear old and ragged. The body feathers 
change first and the main wing feathers last. The late molters will generally be birds 
of good vigor. > | : 

A strong constitution is a decidedly important factor in every laying or breeding 
flock. Only females which exhibit activity and vitality should be kept over for laying 
or breeding as the laying hen is a hustler and working all the time. In order to have 
a large number of eggs a hen must have large organs of digestion and reproduction. 
Capacity is indicated by a long keel (breastbone) and the long, deep and wide body. 
When a hen is laying the point of the keel (breast bone) moves away from the pelvic 
bone (Jaying bone). ^ 

When the hen is not laying these come closer together and are less pliable. When 
the bird is laying, the pelvie bone (located just below and to either side of the vent) 
is quite far apart and pliable. - Whereas, in a male bird or a hen that is not laying 
they are quite close together. They are also quite thin, due to the fact that fat is not 


х 


deposited in this region. When the hen is laying heavily, the skin of the abdomen is ` 


soft and pliable in a good layer and the flesh of this region is not hard and firm to the 
touch, as will be found in the case of a non-layer when considerable masses of fat are 
likely to be deposited here. 

When laying, a hen's comb is comparatively red and warm to the touch and the 
. wattles are also warm, apparently due to the functioning of the ovary. If the comb 
is small and limp and cool to the touch, the bird is not laying. Frequently the comb 


of а поп-Іауег is covered with a white scale-like crust. The bulk of the year's laying . 


comes between the first of February and the first of August in most states. 
The Leghorn apparently finds its popularity on specialty farms where the eggs 
are the main cash crop rather than on general farms, The Leghorn has not proved 
i popular as a general farm fowl largely for two reasons. The first is that as usually 
bred, they furnish a rather small carcass for table use and the second they are so 
flighty as to be hard for control. It is possible, however to breed Leghorns of good 
size which are fairly desirable for table use. The choice of the breed or variety of 
poultry is largely one of personal preference, after the decision has been made on the 
 elass of birds that will best satisfy the individual needs. If a general purpose fowl 
for the average farm that will produce a good number of eggs and furnish a sizeable 


carcass is looked for, accompanied by fairly quick growth and early maturity, one of ! 


the American, or English breeds will meet the needs. If one looks forward for egg 
production as the most important thing, then one of the Mediterranean breeds should 
be favorably considered. The important problem of the progressive poultry raiser is 
to secure the best breeders possible of the breed and variety selected as it seems to 
make but very little difference what particular breed and variety is chosen. $ 

If the beginner hatches seven chicks from a setting of eggs raises five and secures 
one good bird, he has made as good an average as many of the headliners in the busi- 
ness. And he can't expect to get a $20 bird from a $1.00 setting of eggs. He may, but 
all the laws of breeding are against him.
